To  the  Honorable  Senate 

and  the  House  of  Representatives. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compliance  with  section 
330,  chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913,  a  report  of  the  number  of  assessed 
polls,  the  number  of  registered  male  and  female  voters  at  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  State  election  and  city  and  town  elections,  and  the 
total  number  of  persons,  male  and  female,  who  voted  at  each  such 
election  in  every  city  and  town,  and  in  every  voting  precinct  therein, 
together  with  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate  for 
nomination  and  for  election  for  a  State  office,  and  for  election  for  a 
State  committee. 

In  further  compliance  with  the  law  above  quoted,  I  submit  the 
following  recommendations:  — 

First.  —  I  recommend  that  section  102,  chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913, 
be  so  amended  that  candidates  for  delegates  to  conventions  shall  not 
be  ineligible  to  serve  as  primary  officers. 

Second.  —  That  section  364  be  so  amended  that  the  requirement 
that  statements  of  committees  shall  be  inspected,  which  was  omitted 
in  the  enactment  of  chapter  783,  Acts  of  1914,  be  restored. 

Third.  —  The  term  "political  committee"  is  defined  by  section  1, 
chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913,  as  amended  by  section  1,  chapter  783, 
Acts  of  1914,  as  "every  committee  or  combination  of  five  or  more 
persons",  etc.  Section  89  of  said  chapter  835  provides  that  "each 
political  party  ^hall,  in  every  ward  and  town,  annually  elect  .  .  . 
a  committee  to  be  called  a  ward  or  town  committee,  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  three  persons,  ..."  I  recommend  that  the  number 
of  which  a  ward  or  town  committee  shall  consist  shall  be  not  less 
than  five  persons,  and,  except  in  Boston,  shall  not  exceed  seven. 

Fourth. —ThsLt  section  127  of  chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  — 
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The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  may  employ  temporarily  supervisors, 
typists,  clerks  and  such  other  temporary  assistants  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  relative  to  primaries:  provided,  however, 
that  the  provisions  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  the  civil  service 
rules  made  thereunder  shall  not  apply  to  the  appointment  of  the  supervisors 
and  typists  employed  under  this  act. 

pijtJi^  —  I  also  renew  the  follow^ing  recommendations  made  last 
year:  — 

That  an  incumbent  of  a  State  office  may  have  his  name  printed  upon  the 
primary  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  such  office  of  the  party  which  he  represents 
upon  a  request  in  writing  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  on  or 
before  the  last  hour  for  filing  primary  nomination  papers. 

That  city  and  town  clerks  be  required  to  make  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, within  four  days  after  the  day  of  a  State  prunary,  a  return  of  the  votes 
cast  at  such  primary. 

That  paragraphs  first  and  second  of  section  19,  chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913,  be 
so  amended  that  a  person  may  not  be  required  to  produce  witnesses  in  order  to 
establish  his  right  to  assessment  or  to  be  registered  as  a  voter. 

That  the  time  within  which  candidates  for  election  shall  be  required  to  make 
return  of  expenses,  etc.,  be  extended. 

Section  199  of  said  chapter  835  provides  that  nomination  papers  shall  be 
"seasonably"  submitted  to  the  registrars  of  voters,  and  in  Boston  to  the  election 
commissioners,  for  a  certification  of  signatures.  I  recommend  that  a  definite 
time  for  such  submission  be  provided  by  law,  as  in  the  case  of  primary  nomina- 
tion papers. 

That  section  202  of  said  chapter  835  be  amended  by  strildng  out  the  words 
"Every  nomination  paper  shall  be  filed  by  a  responsible  person,  who  shall  with 
his  own  hand  sign  such  paper  and  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of  residence, 
giving  street  and  number,  if  any;  and  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  or 
the  city  or  town  clerk  shall  require  a  satisfactory  identification  of  such  person." 

That  the  second  paragraph  of  section  302  of  said  chapter  835  be  amended  so 
that  the  residences  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons  voted  for  shall  be  an- 
nounced and  recorded. 

Returns  under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913,  as  amended  by 
chapter  783,  Acts  of  1914,  there  were  received  from  candidates  for 
nomination  a  total  of  1,053  returns,  of  which  2  were  premature, 
311  were  late,  13  were  irregular,  19  were  both  late  and  irregular, 
and  1  both  premature  and  irregular.  Eighty-nine  failed  to  file 
returns. 

The  number  of  returns  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  as 
apparently  in  violation  of  law,  was  346. 
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There  were  462  returns  of  no  payments,  11  payments  to  political 
committees,  548  payments  other  than  to  political  committees,  and  32 
payments  both  to  political  committees  and  other  than  political  com- 
mittees. 

There  were  received  from  candidates  for  election  a  total  of  663  re- 
turns, of  which  2  were  premature,  258  were  late,  8  were  irregular, 
13  both  late  and  irregular,  and  one  both  premature  and  irregular. 
Forty-nine  failed  to  file  returns. 

The  number  of  returns  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  as 
apparently  in  violation  of  the  law,  was  282. 

There  were  225  returns  of  no  payments,  77  payments  to  political 
committees,  212  payments  other  than  to  political  committees,  and 
149  payments  both  to  political  committees  and  other  than  political 
committees.

A  decrease  of  $73,692.96  as  compared  with  1914. 

There  were  also  received  from  the  treasurers  of  political  committees 
364  returns,  and  260  certificates  stating  that  the  aggregate  receipts 
and  disbursements  did  not  exceed  twenty  dollars.  One  hundred  and 
sixty  of  the  returns  and  20  of  the  certificates  were  transmitted  to  the 
Attorney-General  as  apparently  in  violation  of  law.
